6EN. POWELLCIAYTON DIES 


For Fifty Years He Was a Figure in 
National Politics. 


Washington, Aug. IM*.—Gen. Powell 
Clayton, who for fifty years aas been 
a figure in national politics as a re 
publican, died at 
8 o'clock la d night 
in his apartments at Washington, af 
ter a long illness. 
He was 7'» years 
old on August 7. and a native of 
Pennsylvania. 
He served In the civil 
war as an officer, first as captain ol 
the First Kansas infantry, aud later 
of 
the 
Fifth 
Kansas cavally. 
He 
leaves a widow, one son and three 
daughters. 
He was promoted until he came out 
of the service as brigadier general at 
the close of the war. 
Following the 
war, he settled on a plantation near 
Pine Bluff, Yrk., and from Hiat day 
until he ceased his activities in na­ 
tional politics he was recognized as 
the leader of the republican party in 
that state. 
He was governor of Ar 
kansas from 1808 to 1871, and then 
served as United States senator un 
y 1877. 
Burial will be in Arlington celite 
tery in Washington.
